An. Interesting descriptive letter 


concerning the recent World's Sunday 
School' convention at Tokyo, Japan 
an4 the burning of the large tempor- 
ary edifice erected to accommodate 
the 3,000 delegates on the eve of the 
opening session has been received by 
the Tribune and Times-Age from Miss 
Alice Finlay, daughter of Mr. 
and 


Mrs. Joseph A. Finlay of Keene. 


Miss Finlay, -who has been a Meth- 


odist Episcopal missionary in Nippon 
for the past seven years, 
recounts 


•with gratitude to the Japanese gov- 
ernment and, people the successful ef- 
forts made to take care of the visiting 
Christian*. 


Her letter follows: 


Kagoshima, Japan, 


Nov. 6, 1919. 


To the Coshocton Tribune. 


My dear friends: 
The World's Sunday School Conven- 


tion ^may be an old story to some by 
the time this letter reaches home; but 
as It -was my privilege to attend this 
great meeting, I feel responsible for 
sharing some of it not only with my 
friends in Kagoshima, but in Coshoc- 
ton, too. 


This -was the Eighth World's S. S. 


Convention, the last one 
being held 


In Zurich seven years a£o. 


At that time a party headed by Mr. 


Heinz, went to Zurich by way of Ja- 
pan, spending several weeks in our 
leading cities where meetings were 
held for arousing interest in 
S. S 


work. What a happy memory I still 
have of the eighteen splendid men and 
women who cams to Kagoshima. and 
the privilege-dt was to entertain in our 
little Japanese home Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank L. Brown of Brooklyn, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Klnnear of Pittsburg. Both 
these men are leading secretaries of 
the World's Association. The visit of 
these business men made a great im- 
pression upon leaders in Japan, and a 
cordial invitation "was sent to Zurich 
to bring the next convention to Tokyo. 
This meeting was to have been held 
three years ago, but postponed on ac- 
count of the war. 


Finally plans were all made to hold 


the convention from October 6th to 
14th of this year. There was no large 
enough building available in Tokyo, 
so a convention hall was erected for 
the purpose, made to seat 3000 peo- 
ple. This was built on a splendid site 
just in front of the Tokyo R. R. sta- 
tion, and was a very imposing looking 
building, tho built in "world's fair," or 
temporary style. 


Every ship for weeks 
had 
been 


bringing S. S. visitors to Japan, Be- 
fore the convention opened, 
hotels 


were filled to the limit of their capac- 
ity, and many lovely homes of Tokyo 
—both Christian and non Christian— 
were opened to American guests. I 
said "American," but that was not all. 
They came from 
many 
lands-—the 


largest delegation, 480, from TJ. S. A.; 
the next, 70, from Canada. Of course 
many Americans living in the Orient 
attended, bringing our delegation up 
to almost 1000. There v/ere 33 nat- 
ionalities represented. 


I reached Tokyo on the 4th. The 


next day was a busy one, for I had 
niany errands, and friends 
to see.

Every one wag talking about the open- 
ing meeting that night—the chorus of 
1000 voices, the beautiful pageant for 
which they had been practicing for 
weeks, and the splendid program plan- 
ned.

Can you imagine the consternation, 


the gloom that fell, -when word spread 
everywhere that the Convention Hall 
was on fire! 
I was on the opposite 


side of that great city. It was four in 
the afternoon. 
Some of my fi Sends 


started at once, but long before they 
reached the spot, the beautiful build- 
ing had buri^a to the ground. 


Of course the first question was- 


"were any lives lost?" We knew they 
were having their final rehearsal for 
the evening chorus, and all of us thot 
of the girls we knew who were prac- 
ticing there. 
When people weie as- 


sured that all lives were saved, there 
was only rejoicing. In some way God 
would bring good 'out of It all. And 
surely that faith was afterward veri- 
fied! 


From my own friends who were on 


the Executive Committee, I heard of 
their meet/fog _being held 
in Mr. 


Brown's room at the Station Hotel— 
from the windows of this room the 
hall was In plain sight. 
They were 


making the final plans for the even- 
ing session. Can you imagine the sit- 
uation! 
Mrs?! Brown quietly went to 


her husband and said: "The building 
is on fire." His first thought was of 
the singers, and the electricians 
at 


work in the hall. Word was brought 
that all were safe. 
Then the com- 


mittee went on their knees, and pray- 
ed that 
fire 
from 
Heaven 
would 


cleanse everything from their plans 
that might be contrary to,, God's will. 
Everything was dark, humanly speak- 
ing, but they thanked Him that it was 
only a building gone, and all the prec- 
ious lives were safe. 
Mr. Landes of 


Philadelphia started up, "How Firm a 
Foundation ye Saints of the Lord," 
and all rose to their feet singing. As 
thej" looked from the windows noth- 
ing wa-3 left but a heap 01' ashes—it 
was all over within fifteen ..ninutes. 


By this time automobiles were lin- 


ing up In front of the hotel, and one 
after another the most distinguished 
men of Tokyo wero coming to ex- 
press their sympathy, and offer help. 
Viscount Shibusawa, Baron 'Sakatani 
and many others were ready to do 
anything within their power.

The Farmer's Just Complaint 


*TpHE squeeze applied by the banks to American credit has 
IJL had its effect. 
Deflation has come with a vepgeance. 


Statisticians advise us that the losses sustained oy industry in its 
manifold forms in this country, as measured by average prices 
at the beginning of this year, will amount to full twenty billions 
of dollars by the end of 1920. 
As usual the agricultural interests have borne the brunt of 


this terrific loss. The same figures show that on the basis of 
'twenty billions of losses approximately $13,500,000,000 will be 
borne by the corn, cotton, wheat and stock raisers of the nation. 
It is a tremendous slump, and the end they say, is not yet. The 
liquidating process will continue well into next year. 
The farmers are complaining—and who can blame them? 


The farmer is the only producer who deals with basic com- 
modities who is unable, under the existing economic system, to 
•«t his own price. He takes what he is offered for what he has 
to sell and pays the price demanded when he makes his pur- 
chases. It has always been this way; the question the farmers 
are asking is, will the same condition always prevail? 


With hogs bringing around $10 a hundred weight in the 


Chicago market, where fifteen months ago they were bringing 
close to $24, with wheat and flour at less than one-half the price 
they commanded before the slump started, with potatoes and 
all the other minor crops declining in the same ratio, the Ameri- 
can farmer has a grievance and he naturally is making vigorous 
vocal protest at what he terms a rank injustice. 
And the consumer has almost as just a grievance. 
For 


months the country has been an,interested spectator in these 
sharp reductions in basic food values. 
The consumer reasons 
that the decline ought long ago to have been reflected in the 
markets where these commodities are re-sold to him. The price 
of the farm product has been cut in half, yet when he goes to the 
market place to buy his bacon, lard, ham or a loaf of bread he 
fails to visualize in the market place the things he has been 
reading about in his daily paper. 
And when the farmer himself occasionally goes on the 


market to buy some of his own products he finds it hard to 
satisfy his own mind why the savage cuts that have been made 
•in the price of the things he has to sell are not carried thru to 
the buying end of the line. Even where readjustments have 
started they are proceeding by extremely easy stages com- 
.pared with the sudden onslaught that has been made in recent 
months at the producing end. 
Between the farm and the stockyard, for instance, or be- 


tween the farm and the grain elevator our system of distribu- 
'tion works promptly and infallibly. 
But it is between these 
primary market places and the distant consumer that the toll 
takers are numerous and the toll exacted most grievous. The 
grower of corn and hogs never gets a cent more than is his due 
when he goes to this primary market. 
But before .his product 


gets to the consumer, which frequently is the farmer himself, 
there is something gravely at fault. 
That the farmer has a legitimate kick is undeniable. So 


has the much-talked-about "Ultimate Consumer." 
Both are 


loud in their protests and both should be heard. 
'That they 


will both, especiallv the former, pursue the old and beaten path 
to state and national legislature for relief is more than likely. 
'Whether the farmer in so doing is on the right road remains to 
be seen. Even if he is granted so-called "legislative relief," the 
question remains, will such relief in the end prove of substantial 
value?

Will not its attainment cost more than it is worth, aside 


from showing all real producers that there is something funda- 
mentally wrong in the distribution of the wealth they produce 
that will never be remied by applications, no matter how fre- 
quent, to legislative bodies and the mere addition of useless laws 
,to those we now have?
